That Coroner’s Inquest. 


There has been cousulerable feeling 
manifested try the people of Dixon in re 
g ard to the verdict of thejurv which held 
a post mortem examination re,.aril 
\ .i the 
death of James Met/.ler, the g eneral opin 
Ion being that the jurors were 
*>*> g entle 
i their report 
Considerable complaint 
lias been made ag ainst the jury on ac­ 
count of the fact that other members of 
trial drunk were not held under bonds 
Those who read the evidence, which was 
published !n T fk Tkijcuhajmi in full, i>* r 
haps noticed that the only suspicion 
broug ht out impbeat ng any one of kill 
ing Met/Jer was that ag ainst Abe Whip­ 
ple. 
Tiik Tki.kohaph understands that 
it is the g eneral opinion that more than 
one of the party should have been held 
however, it has often been the fate <>f th s 
pat t r to lly in the face <*f public opinion 
when it believed the public to be in , iror. 
The laws do not contemplate, and it is 
not the desire of courts, that because a 
man may be g uilty of one crime he should 
be punished for another of which he is 
innocent. 
It should not require a leg al 
educali n to comprehend the justice of 
tins proposition. 
Furthermore 
a man 
can not be found g uilty of murder unless 
tln r* is shown some sort of a desire 
or 
motive for committing the crime 
There 
is no* the slig htest evidence s > far that a 
murder wm committed thoug h the wd 
n* sat s perhaps broug ht to lig ht a ease of 
manslaug hter, which is a different crime 
in the eyes of the law. 
There was not 
the slig htest « vidt nee before the coroner’s 
inquest showing that any one > f the party 
in the drunk, except Whipple, had any 
sort of an idea of kilbng or doing tin* 
slig htest harm t i Met/Jer or any one els« * 
on that occasion. 
What the future tnuv 
develop we do not pretend to intimate; 
but so far there w as nothing broug ht b< 
fore the coroner's inquest showing that 
Whipple had any motive for, or thoug ht 
of killiug any one. 
That lie brutally 
struck his friend without any sort of 
provocation is true, ami he w.l) however 
doubtless sorrowfully slower for it at the 
hands of ju-tice. 
'That he hims* if was 
beastly drunk will be no excuse 
But 
these are not the points to which we 
desire to call the public attention. 
D you 
desire to punish a man for simply making 
a fool of himself by becoming h> aslly 
drunk, then you slum d pas law- provid 
ing for such punishment 
VV <• have hi 
lieved that more attention -b uld be g iv* n 
to punishing the drunkard and thus bring 
loin to a realization < f the fact that he as 
well as the saloonkeeper is a party to a 
crime. 
But you can not under our laws 
hold a man for murder because he g ot 
on a drunk. 
You must show that he is 
some way g uilty by thoug ht, act or deed 
before you can properly send a man to 
jail for crm «■ 
There must be more evidence than has 
yet been broug ht tt* lig ht before you can 
leg ally hold any of ill** party for murder 
This is simply hard, every da\ justice 
without any sort of sentiment 
Mending 
an innocent man to Jail for murder would 
be a m natrons crime on tin p*« rt of a 
coroner or a Jury. 
Tut: 'I ki io-uaI’ii com 
mends the juro 
for its just, discreet am 
a tse verdict. 
It should not In* forg otten that while a 
g reat in'pi-d oe mig ht have hern done t< 
the wrung men mere boys sum* <»f them, 
by a charg e of murder, s ill if there should 
appear in the future evidence winch 
would Justify an urn t, all the parties, 
we have no doubt, c >« be found by the 
officers.
